i Neivmarkei, Juao 18, 1857. 

■: •■' - .-AFTECINOOS SESSION* 

Tiie business of Coofereoce wai resumed 
about balf-past ooe o'clock p.m.,— Elder No- 
bles in the chair. 

Minutes of last Confereoce were then read 
by the Secretary Mr. J. W.Collio* ■ 

Elder Henry said— according to the min- 
utes, it appeared as (bough be bad mored him- 
self upon the Committee appointed, or request- 
ed lo correspond to their paper. This was a 
mistale; his name had been added, on tfie mo- 
tion or suggestion of others. To those who 
understood the matter, it was all right ; but 
there tmgai be thoae present uiiac<|uaioled with 
the circumstance^ 

Elder Hay war)) said a molion was intro- 
duced last Conference in reference to (lie 
more efficient means of supporting the Gospel, 
of which there appeared no record. 

The, Chairman said the motion was with- 
drawn on account or the late stage at which it 
had been introduced,— and it was not, therefore 
deemed advisable to publish it. 

On (notion of Mr. B. W. Howard, second- 
ed by Elder Henry, (be minutes were tbeo 
passed as correct. 

Moved by Elder Henry, ecconded by Elder 
Russ that visiting members and brothers be 
invited to participate in our deliberations, but 
uol to vole. 

Klder Henry said it tvSuld not *lu to allow 
visiting brethren to vote, inasmuch as tie 
church here, being large, might outvote a ma- 
jority of the delegates representing other 
places. 

Elder Fowler said, last year, in lite Con- 
ference of which" tie was a member in the 
Slates, a resolution was adopted adinillio" 
visiting brothers to lake pari in the bu>tiicss 
of the Conference, — and each vole to be unani- 
mous; and be must say the business was trans- 
acted in a most harmonious manner. 

Elder H, Willaon said as llic motion was so 
general, he considered it would not do to adopt 
Elttcr Fowler** suggestions.

The Chairman called Ihe Home to order 
priority after nine o'clock, and afler ihe usual 
religious exercises, business was proceeded 
with. 

Elder T. Henry mo™d, secoaded b/ Elder 
Foitfer, Ibal the f:rst order of the day — the 
delivery of the Annual Address— be oow pro* 
cceded with.— Carried. 

A very ab!c address was Ihcn delivered by 
Elder H. Willson, he beiri^ Ihe gentleman ap* 
pointed last year to prepare it. The speaker 
reviewed, in a clear and forcible manner, the 
rise and pro^rc*s of ihf Clirislian Clmrch,and 
drew important deductions from ihe past as to 
their future course. On account of ils length, 
we are obliged to omit it in ibis report. 

Elder Haynard brought up a Report from 
Ihe Revision Committtc. The Report re- 
comrcended the striking out of a clause in a 
reiolution adopted ia ISfiR, to Ihe e[fecl thai 
the Confereace vras a self constituted tody. 
Elder Hay ward, in presenting ibis report, raid, 
— the resolution as it now &tooil f was incorrect 
The very fact that a part of tie Conference 
was composed of delegates showed (here was 
an acting power behind. 

On motion of Elder Fowler the Report was 
received, 

1st item of the Report recommended the 
alteration abote referred to. 

Elder Willson raid he would like Jo have 
some ditcusiion oo Ihat poiat. He should like 
to know whether, in ca^e a church became 
extinct, tbe Conference could still hold (he 
property. 

Elder Haynard ttiid Ihe report did not alter 
Ihat matter. Church property xi&\ generally 
i^teded to the Conference, aad so long as they 
held togelber f just so long lhey could hold 
possession. 

Elder Thomas said, ihe lody had been in- 
corporated under iho title of the "Christian 
Conference,*' and he understood that (he 
Conference and the Church held tho properly 
es joint tenants. Hence should a society 
becorno extinct, like Individuals holding pro* 
perty under j>int-tcnnntcy, ihe lait surviving 
church would hold It. This ycry matter 
had previously occupied his rnlnd. Ha 
thought it was nrccvury that the Conference 
ahould define iu Irue position* Tho Confer- 
ence, he regarded, as a collection of Ihe 
Churchea ; ond he was glad the I louto brgan 
to tea the necessity end Importance of this 

matter*

rnlnd what was desired J yet there evidently 



creed; but he thought it would do good if 
their principles were more generally koown. 

Elder Thomas wid, he had no idea when 
proposing the rfs^luiinn of- adopting anything 
like a rreed. He loved, from Ihe bottom of 
bis heart, the freedom of their church,— and il 
■?as tHs freedom ihat induced him lo become 
a member. There nas nol another dtroomioa-. 
lion under Heaven so liberal \ and he gloried 
in its liberality. He liked lbs idef tot individ- 
ual accounlabilily. His objecl was simply lo 
remove fah*e impressions in regard lo their 
true portion,— -believing tbeir.priqcjples.were 
nn| generally knotro. lie was strongly of the 
opinion, thai if they trera better known the 
borders of their Zion would be enlarged-— 
The resolution laid down no creed, and was 
far from recognising anything like a Constitu- 
tion. All he desired was (o request Minis- 
ters to held tip vital principles. 

Elder llayvrard said, ihe parlies supporting 
ihe resolution wy Ihty do nol wan^ to intro- 
duce anything like a creed ; bul if this was nol 
a ereedj it certainly was tinkering towards it. 
[f a man wanted lo knotv what hh creed wa«, 
he would band him Ihe Bible, lie thought 
Miimlers abo'jld hold up ihe Bible as coolaia- 
iog their lailh ond practice. 

Elder Willson thought it nould be well to 
Iiave their welt-detined rtlal principles known. 
and believed it would do good. 

Mr. J. W. Collins said be could Dot agree 
with the resolution, — and nould like to koow 
whether the articles that had been published 
would *ave one sinner* '• Let tbe tree be 
known by its ftnits." All thai had been writ- 
ten had had Ihe tendency lo mystify. He 
had no fellowship mih nnitarianum o* be un* 
deritood it ; neither did he desire to, oo more 
rhan with Dcsil himself. If the church was 

unitarian, ht* was nol of them. 

Elder Fowler said be fell interested in this 
discussion, as he had been lulling letters for 
the press, which the publisher of ibe -Era, in 
accordance with bis motto — ■» liberty to know, 

to utter and argue freely, accordiog to con- 
science" — bad kindly given insertion to. He 
did want the world lo knoiv lhey were nol all 
Unitarians ; but he nas willing to allow excry 
mon to hold his own individual opinion, He 
behercd the preaching of (bat doctriuC bad 
condemned its thousands. 

After some further discission by E'der 
rbornp^on. Elder Hay ward and Elder Mor- 
ton, the resolution was pot and carried. 

On motion of Mr. J- \V. Collins, seconded 
by .Mr.T, II. WakefieH, it was resolved, that 
when this Conference finally adjourns for Ihe 
rfesitottj it standi adjourned until Ihe 4-tli 
Xhuridsy in June, ISjS, then to meet at Oah- 
awfl- 

The Coroinitlec on the Character and Stand- 
ing of the Ministry then brought up their Re- 
port and laid it upon the lablc. 

On motion of Elder Henry the Rpport was 
received and adopted- Eroin tins document 
we learned there were 27 Ministers ia good 
landing. One was reported against, on ac- 
count of not having proper credentials. 

The Committee to rrport on the ways and 
-nrans of remunerating the Editor of Ihe 
Christian Offering was then brought up, 
which showed lhey were in debt to the amount 
of 350 or $60, The sum wasraUed by sub- 
scription as before observed.

When lhey vole for men to send lo 
fhe tagUfciiive Assembly, or Municipal Coun* 
oil, they should be satisfied lhey would prove 
faithful lo ibe temperance cause* lie con- 
sidered lli.it the spread of temperance principles 
weie, at the present time, more impeded by 
moderate drinkers, than by any other class of 
society, —and for the reason that lhey cOi-sid* 
er il an tzsy matter lo go just ao far and no 
farther ; but be could l«ll them they wcrejust 
in the same current Ihat had carried 0(1 its 
thousands into the whirlpool, feeding the rn&el.

Intemperance was a great ejril— cut- 
ling off its hundreds and thousands as time 
rolls on, and il behooved ihe temperance com* 
mupity to riae up earnestly apd energetically 
to enqufo: ilKat shall be do|>o : to ataj this 
momler 1 vice I ; NolWhsiaodin* all lha light 
and knowledge, and tbe statistical information 
to be* obtained, men 'standing on tbe battle- 
ments pfjbp {W^tt of Z|on r 'and 4 0?cupjring 
honorable positions in society, were still 10 bt 
found opposing the cause of temperance and 
abetting fl lba evils of a .practice diametrically 
opposed' to Ibe 1 Welfare of ihe nation. He bf 
tiered, however, ihis Province would yet ob- 
tain a Prohibitory Liquor Law; "All great so- 
cial reform* crijlinale with the- people: like 
the overlbrow of the ^laye traffic in the British 
possession,— in the full irie^surp or lime, God 
raised up a WilUerforce and olhere,— and Ihe 
foul stain of Slavery was wiped from the proud 
escutcheon of British freedom. This very 
evil Ihe friends of .temperance were now 
contending asainsl .would sooner or later have 
lo give s*ay— and from the pressure or public 
opinion the Legislature would be compelled to 
yield to th* demands of the people.

He would give more to see a man vrho would 
maintain that the drinking u>agH5 of society 
were .right, than lo see anything Uarnuin ever 

exhibited. (Laughter.) Hut Ihrgrog-renders 

say— Abstain il you have a mind lo, but do 

not interfere with my vested and individual 
rights. Now, out of their own .nou;bi he 
would condemn them. At the present time 
they were strongly urging for a more slringenl 
license law; and this very fact proved tint 
Parliament had power to restrain. If there is 
power to restrain in part* why nol altogether! 
If the traffic vras right, why interfere al oll t — 
nnd if wrong, why .sanction the perpetration of 
an evil ? Again, he would avk, had the Li- 
ccn*e Law been successful! Mr. Moffalt then 
went on In ih<cuss Ibe question of revenue, 
and shnwrd in a very clear nnd forcible man- 
ner thill the slale wa* really nt no actual Ins* 
i:iMead of gain by (lie licensing Irnflic. We 
arc sorry that our space will not allow us to 
follow the speaker through Ins speech: suffice 
it to say, it was a very argumentative and 
worthy one, intersjersed wilh anecdotes of a
